Enmpted to prevent Shaheen?s car 
om leaving by jumping atop the 
trunk of the car just as it jerked 
and sped away. 
Isang was brought to Harbor 
Emergency Hospital and apparent- 
必 was not seriously injured. He 
Was released immediately without 
ltreatment。 There is speculation 
让 at Shaheen will be sued by 
IEsang for leaving the scene of an 
accident. 
IDhe protestors were mostly par- 
ents from the Nob Hill Chinese 
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Community School A spokesman 
for the Tejesis School System ,in 
Chinatown proper, denounced the 
action of the parents, saying that 
“it served no constructive pur- 
pose. 

Fifteen minutes before the 
scheduled one o'clock starting 
time，the auditorium contained 
about 25 .people，miostly school 
district personnel and members of 
the news media. 

As Shaheen sat down in the 
front of the room，200 parents， 
mostiy mothers and grandrmothers， 
marched into the auditorium, wav- 
ing picket signs that called Sha- 
heen names or proclaimned “Two 
time joser, Third tinae outl” 

One sign depicting the contempt 
felt by antibusing factions toward 
busing sympathizers called for the 
cxpulsion of te YWCA from 
Chinatown. 

As Cheng began to speak in Chi- 
hese， welcoming the parents to 
the meeting, male members of the 
audience Tan to the front of the 
room，shouting,“We don't want 
any [busing]!5” and “Albert Cheng

Banging chairs and taunting Sha- 
heen，they denounced him to his 
face，calling him “Troublemaker 
for the City.” 

It was then that Shaheen，with 
an attempt at a smile，got up to 
leave.

As they moved through the 
crOwd，the protestors seermed to 
get even angrier, and by the time 
everyone was outside，Shaheen

The mnewspaper also reported 
that the board"s“scheme”includ- 
ed a plan, later denied by board 
spokesmen，to Phase out Fran- 
cisco and Marina junior high 
schools in the course of integra- 
tion. Both schools have heavy Chi- 
nese Populations.

Communify supPorft 
soughf for housing

The Chinatown Citizens Advi- 
SOITVY Committee quickly gave its 
approval for the proposed redevel- 
opment housing on the south- 
west corner of Sacramento and 
Stockton streets at a meeting last 
Wednesday at the Cameron 囊 ouse. 

The rest of the two-hour meet- 
ing was spent emphasizing the 
need for participation from the 
Chinese commaunity on the mext 
Phase of the process to acqulre 
the housing- 一 gathering Support 
and data for a Presentation before 
the Board of Supervisors in June. 

In a sincere plea to the Chinese 
comimunity，Rev. Harry Chuck of 
the CCAG said that another meet- 
ing will be held to enlist people 
who want to join the committee 
as full or part-time members. That 
meeting js set for February 16 at 
7:30 p.m. at the Cameron House. 

Information about the commit- 
tee can be obtained by calling Rev. 
Chuck at 781-0401. 

Unless the Board of Supervisors 
is imnpressed by the desire and 
need for the housing，they could 
refuse to contribute 4400,000 
toward purchasing the 39,000- 
square-foot site， rehousing the 
persons now on the land, and pre- 
paring the site for building. The 
cost of such action totals $1.2 
million. 

The remaining $800,000，two- 
thirds of the cost, would be grant- 


ed by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. TIhat 
grant is pending the appProval of 
the redevelopment project by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Members of the Chinatown 701 
Planning Project，who have been 
working for a year，have elected 
to dissolve the project so that a 
new_ committee，with new merm- 
bers，can be formed to continue 
work on the project. Rev. Chuck 
said the move was made to allow 
for greater Tepresentation from 
interested groups within the com- 
InunjitvV。 


“Chinatown not only needs ad- 
ditional new_housing,，” said Rev. 
Ghuck,“but much of the existing 
housing 1 below human stan- 
dards.” 

The Stockton-Sacramento site 
would provide Chinatown with 
about 210 new units of low- and 
moderately priced Private housing， 
according to a bulletin published 
jointly by the CCAC and the De- 
partment of City Planning、. 

This site would be the first in a 
plan to provide 4,200 housing 
units in Chinatown, mamaged by a 
community-based sponsor, during 
the next ten years. 


At the meeting，a movie was 
shown of the existing housing in 
some parts of Chinatown.

could be dangerous since animal

Similar shipments also have been 
smuggled into the United States mn 
New York，Chicago and Boston， 
where squads of agents have been 
sent out to intercept and“detain” 
them before they can be sold.
